Just arrived from Denmark 
are some beautiful hyacinth 
glasses. These are designed for 
growing ‘“‘delightfully fragrant 
hyacinth bulbs indoors.” It says 
so right on the label. What it 
doesn’t say is that they are also 
good just empty on a ledge for 
the light to shine through or on 
a table to toss pennies in. They 
might even be used for drinking 
glasses. 

There are directions with 
each glass and step one says, 
“You'll need one large hyacinth 
bulb for each vase.” This sort of 
figures. Step two says, “You'll 
want to start several of these.” 
At a dollar sixty-nine a glass? 
Step three says, ‘Place in a cool, 
dark, well ventilated spot for six 
or seven weeks - inside the 
refrigerator is ideal.’’ Just toss 
out the milk and you’re ready. 

Step four has you bring them 
out into the light to bloom and 
concludes by saying, “After the 
bloom the glass may be used for 
a vase.” This means the bulb is 
shot but you still have a pretty 
container. 

So much for the finer things. 
For the rest of you we have 
bulbs, small started plants, seeds, 
Onion sets, redwood stakes, 
garden gloves, and on occasion 
plants and things like that. We're 
open Sunday from twelve to 
four plus how ever many other 
days there are in a week.
